[Chap. 280.] 

An Act to provide for the Begnlation and Inspection of 
Buildings, the more efiectual Prevention of Fire, and the 
better Preservation of Life and Property in the City of 
Boston. 

Be it enacted, etc,y as follows : — 

Section 1. There is hereby created in the city of Boston 
an executive department, to be l^nown and designated as the 
department for the survey and inspection of buildings, which 
shall have charge of enforcing the several provisions of this 
act. And the said department shall be provided with office 
room and all the necessary supplies for the proper transaction 
of its business. 

Sect. 2. In the construction of this act, if 
S™!***^" ^^ ^^* inconsistent with the context, the following 
terms shall have the respective meanings here- 
inafter assigned to them : —

ton shall, within sixty days after the passage .of 

this act, establish and define the limits within which all build- 
ings thereafter erected shall conform to the provisions of this 
act ; and said city council may, from time to time, by ordi- 
nance, extend and define the said limits as they may deem 
proper, due legal notice being given thereof. 

Sect. 4. The chief officer of the said depart- . 
BiSdinM.°^ ment for the survey and inspection of buildings 
shall be called the inspedtor of buildings. He 
shall be appointed by the mayor, and confirmed by the city * 
council. He shall hold office for the term of three years, or 
until his Successor shall take office, but may be sooner re- 
moved by the citjicouncil for malfeasance, incapacity or neg- 
lect of duty. 

Sect. 6. The subordinate officers of the said 
AwiBtanfa. department shall consist of a clerk, and such 

number of assistant-inspectors as the city coun- 
cil may, from time to time determine, all of whom shall be 
appointed by the inspector, with the approval of the mayor: 
The assistant-inspectors and clerk shall hold office for the 
term of two years, but may be sooner removed by the in- 
spector, with the approval of the mayor, for malfeasance, 
incapacity or neglect of duty. 

^ Sect. 6. The inspector and assistant-inspec- 

tors of the said department shall be able and 
experienced mechanics, competent to perform all the duties 
of the office to which they are appointed. 
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Sbct. 7. It shall be the duty of the inspector 
to?l^BiiUdS|S! of buUdings to sign all certificates and notices 
required to be issued under this act from said 
department. 

To make return of all violations, except those mentioned in 
section fifty, to the city solipitor for prosecution. 

To have kept in proper books for that purpose a register of 
all transactions of said department. 

To submit to the city council a. half-yearly statement in 
detail of such transactions. 

To enter upon the premises wherein any fire has occurred, 
if necessary, in order to investigate the origin of the fire. 

And further, to perform such other duties as are herein 
required of him. 

He shall also have a general supervision and direction over 
the subordinate officers of the department. 

Sect. 8. The assistant-inspectors of build- 
SSLspector?" "^^8, if such officers are appointed, shall, under 
• the direction of the inspector of buildings, at- 
tend all fires occurring in the districts to which they are 
respectively assigned, and report to the chief or assistant- 
engineer of the fire department present all information they 
may have relative to the construction and condition of the 
premises on fire, and also any such information relating to the 
adjoining buildings. 

Sect. 9. The inspector or assistant-inspec- 
Sd^iS^^stetoSte?" *ors shall examine all buildings in the course 
of erection, alteration or repair throughout the 
city as often as practicable, and shall make a record of all 
violations of any of the several divisions of this act, together 
with the street and number where such violations ^re found, 
the names of the owner, lessee, occupants, architect and mas- * 
ter mechanics, and all other matters relative thereto. It shall 
also.be the duty of the inspector or assistant-inspectors, to 
examine all buildings .reported dangerous, or damaged by fire 
or accident, and to make a record of such examinations, in- 
cluding the nature and amount of such damage, with the name 
of the street and number of the building, the names of owner, 
lessee, and for what purpose occupied, and, in case of fire, the 
probable origin thereof; to examine all buildings under appli- 
cation to raise, enlarge, alter or build upon, and to make a 
record of the condition of the same. Said records shall 
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always be open to the inspection of the engineers of the fire 
department, or any officer of the city. 

Sect. 10. In the absence of the inspector of 
^^cton' buildings, one of the assistant-inspectors may 

be appointed by him to act as his deputy, with 
the same powers exercised by him. 

Sect. 11. All the officers appointed under 
Sfidings?"**'^ this act shall, so far as may be necessary for 

the performance of their respective duties, have 

the right to enter any building or premises in the city of Boston.

BSanULTION AND SUPEBYISION OF BUILDIN08. 

Sect. 13. The following buildings and works

Buildings belonging to, or occupied by^ the goyemments of 
the United States and the Commonwealth of Massachusetts. • 

Sect. 14. With the exceptions herein before 
aIl"***'^'^ ^^ ^^ herein after mentioned, this act shall apply to 
all buildings hereafter erected within the build- 
ing limits of the city of Boston, and to all tenement or 
lodging-houses and all buildings built of brick, stone, or other 
non-combustible material outside of the said limits, but within 
the city of Boston. 

Sect. 16. Any work of alteration or addition 
addlSona!" ^' made or done for any purpose in, to or upon 
• any building, except that of necessary repairs 
not aflfecting the construction of the external or party-walls, 
chimneys or stairways of a building, shall, to the extent of 
such work of alteration or addition, be subject to the regula- 
tions of this act. 

Sect. 16. No wooden or frame building shiedl 

m^oden build- hereafter be built within the said building Umits 

of the city of Boston ; and no wooden addition 

shall be made to any building within said limits which shall 

exceed fifteen feet in height from the ground. 

No wooden building shall be moved from any lot outside of 
the said limits to any lot within the said-limits. 
The city council of the city of Boston may authorize the

erectioiD of wooden buildings outside of said limits, but within 
said city, upon such terms and conditions and subject to such 
limitations and restrictions as they may deem expedient.' 

Sect. 17. It shall, howeyer, be lawftd for

*"**• any necessary repairs upon any wooden or 

frame* building already built, provided that the height of said 
building shall not be increased. 

It shall also be lawful to substitute for a pitch roof, a flat 
roof covered with metal or other non-combustible material. 

No building now erected, or hereafter to be erected, shall be 

altered, raised, roofed, enlarged or otherwise built upon in 

any manner contrary to the terms of this act.

a permit being first obtained from the inspector of buildings; 
and no addition or alteration to any building, subject to the 
regulations of this act, shall be made without a permit from 
said inspector*; and said inspector shall designate, in all per- 
mits for the erection of new buildings, the grade below which 
the floor of the basement story of said building shall not be 
laid.

has carefully inspected the plans and specifications thereof, 
and ascertained that the building has sufficienj; strength, and 
that the means of ingress and *egress are sufficient ; and a copy 
of said specifications shall be deposited in the office of said 
inspector. If in any case the inspector shall see fit to prohibit 
the erection or alteration of any building according to the plan 
as submitted, and such decision shall appear to the owner or 
architect to be unreasonable^ the owner or architect shall have 
the right of appeal to a committee of five experts, who shal} be 
architects, en'gineers or master-builders, two of whom shall 
be chosen by the said owner or architect, and two by the in- 
spector of buildings, the fifth one to be chosen by the other 
four, and their decision shall be final. 

Sect. ^0. Every building shall be built of 
bSdi^?*^° ^' ^rick, stone, iron or other hard and incombusti- 
ble material, and with foundations resting upon 
iho solid ground, not less than four feet below the surfsu^e ex- 
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poded to frost, or upon concrete, piles or other solid sub- 
structure. 

Every irall constructed of brick, stone or other similar 
substance, shall be properly bonded and solidly buih with 
mortar or cement. 

The thickness of every wall, as hereinafter determined, 
shall be the minimum thickness as applied to solid walls. 

The height of every external or party-wall, as referred to in 
this act, shall be measured from the level of the top of the 
foundation wall to its highest point. 

Sbot. 21. For dwelling-houses not ezceed- 
waiis of dwell- Ing thirty-five feet in height, foundation walla, 
ing-houscB. j^^ ^^ block stone in horizontal courses, or 

in brick -laid in cement, shall be not less than sixteen inches 
thick, and external and party-walls of brick shall be not less 
than eight inches thick. 

For dwellings-houses exceeding thirty-five and not exceed- 
ing fifty-five feet in heigKt, foundation walls laid with block 
stone in horizontal courses shall be not less than eighteen 
inches thick ; if of brick the foundation must be sixteen inches 
thick and laid in cement. External brick-walls shall be not 
less than twelve inches thick; party- walls of brick not less 
than twelve inches thick to the top of the second floor above 
the street, and not less than eight inches thick for the remain- 
ing height. 

For dwelling-houses exceeding fifty-five feet in height, 
foundation walls, laid with block stone in horizontal courses, 
or brick laid in cement shall be not less than twenty inches 
thick, the external and party-walls not less than twelve inches 
thick for the entire height. 

The thickness of foundation walls laid with irregular rubble 
work' shall be one-fourth greater than the thickness given for 
block stone wall^. 

Sect. 22. Buildings other than dwellinip- 
^U^Sct ' houses shall have walls of the foUowing thick- 
than dwelllDg- ness : — 

For buildings not exceeding thirty-five feet in 
height, the foundation walls, laid in block stone in horizontal 
courses, shall not be less than eighteen inches thick. The 
external and party-walls not less than twelve inches thick to 
the top of the upper fioor, and not less than eight inches thick 
for the remaining height. 

For buildings exceeding thirty-five and not exceeding fifty- 
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five feet in height, the foundation wallfi, laid in hlock stone, 
shall not he less than two feet thick. The external and party- 
walls not less than sixteen inches thick to the top of the high- 
est floor, and not less than twelve inches thick for the remain- 
ing height " 

For buildings exceeding fifty-five feet in height, the founda- 
tion walls, laid with block stone in horizontal courses, shaU be 
not less than thirty inches thick. External and party-walls, 
not bearing floor timbers, not less than sixteen inches thick to 
the top of the highest floor, and not less than twelve inches 
thick for the remaining height. External or party-walls, bear- 
ing floor timbers, not less than twenty inches thick to the top 
of the second floor above the street, and not less than .sixteen 
inches thick from the top of the second floor above the street 
to the top of the highest floor, and not less than twejve inches 
thick for the remaining hei|^ht. 

The bottom course for all foundation walls resting upon the 
ground shall be, at least, twelve inches wider than the thick- 
ness above given for the foundation walls. -

And if the foundation of such piers or columns rests upon 
piles, a sufiicient number shall be driven to insure a proper 
support.

It shall be the duty of the inspector of buildings to give the 
grades at which piles may be cut off. 

Buildings exceeding thirty-fivie feet in height shall have not 
less than two rows of piles under all external and party-walls, 
and the piles shall be spaced not over three feet on centres in 
the direction of the length of the wall. 
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^^ Sect. 26. Becesses and openings may l>e 

openings in made in external walls, provided the thickness 

^*^*** . of the hacks of such recesses he not less than 

eight inches, and. provided the whole area of all the recesses 
and openings in any wall do not exceed one-half of the area 
of said wall. 

Whenever it becomes desirable to cut a door-way through 
any party- wall separating two buildings, a notice of the in- 
tention to do so shall be filed with the injspector of buildings. 

Any such door-way shall not exceed ten feet in height by 
eight feet in width, and shall have top, bottom and sides of 
stone, brick' or iron. 

The said door-way shall be closed by two sets of wrought- 
iron or metal-covered doors, hung to rebated iron frames, and 
separated by the thickness of the wall. And whenever such 
door-way ceases to be used, it shall be immediately filled up 
with masonry. 

No continuous vertical recess of more than four inches in 

depth shall be made in any twelve-inch party-wall, and no 

recess of any kind shall be made in any eight-inch party-wall.

material. All brick flues shall be smoothly plastered inside 

with mortar from top to bottom and outside below the roofing. 

Brick flues, not starting from the foundation walls, shall be 
securely built into the brickwork of the walls to which they 
are hung. In no case shall chimneys rest upon any flooring 
without a footing of masonry or iron supported by iron beams, 
having a secure bearing on masonry or iron at either end. 

All flues shall be topped out at least four feet above the roof 
of the building to which they belong. The brick topping out 
of chimneys shall not have more than two inches projection, 
unless covered by a cap of metal or stone properly secured. . 

Hearths of fire-places or grates shall be laid upon brick or 
other trimmer arches, or upon bars of iron supporting a bed 
of brickwork. 

No woodwork of any kind shall be jglaced at a less distance 
than one ineh from the outside brickwork of any flue. In no 
jcaae shall a nail be driven into the masonry of any flue. 

Sect. 32. All buildings hereafter built within 
'the above limits shall have proper brick, iron 
or tile drains laid with air-tight joints, with a proper pitch to the 
city sewer, and shall be properly entered thereii\. 

Sect. 38. All buildings built upon filled or 
SfiduSd."^'"'' made land shall have a bed of concrete, made 
of hydraulic ceinent and gravel, or tar and 
gravel, spread over the cellar bottom, or shall be paved with 
brick laid in cement, thrcTughout the whole extent of the build- 
ing ; and where there is a basement floor over the cellar bot- 
tom, leaving an air-space between the concrete and said floor, 
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tile air-space shall be yentilated by an opening into a flue in 

the chimnej of the building.

TENBMEKT OB IX>I>GIN6-HOnSBS. 

Sect. 84. No honse, bnilding, ox portion 
JS^^hoSeB. tliereof, in the city of Boston, used, occupied, 

leased or rented for a tenement or lodging* 
house, shall continue to be so' used, occupied, leased or rented, 
. unless the same, on the requisition of the board of health, 
shall conform in its construction and appurtenances to the 
provisions of this act. And the 'inspector of buildings shall 
see that the requsitions of the board of health in regard to 
the repair and alterations of tenement or lodging-houses are 
properly carried out ; and jshall approve all plans for the con- 
struction of new tenement or lodging-houses. If in any case 
the inspector shall see fit to prohibit the erection of the build- 
ing according to the plan, the owner or architect shall have 
the right of appeal, as provided in sectipn nineteen. 

Sect. 85. The exterior walls of all tenement 
S^hS,'ete?^ <>r lodging-houses hereafter erected shaU be of* 

brick or stone ; and those hereafter erected on 
streets not more than twenty feet in width shall not exceed 
thirty feet in height. 

Sect. 36. Erery house, building, or portion 
Tobeventflated. ^^^^^f^ ^ ^^ ^.j^ ^f Boston, designed to be 

tised, occupied, leased or rented, or which is usedj occupied, 
leased or rente<l for a tenement or lodging-house, shall have in 
every room which is occupied as a sleeping-room, and which 
does not communicate directly with the external air, a venti- 
lating or transom window, having an opening or area of three 
square fleet over the door leading into and connected with the 
acyoining room, if such acyoining room communicates with the 
external air ; and also a ventilating or transom window, of the 
same opening or area, comlnunicating with the entry or hall 
of the house, or where this is, from the relative situation of 
the rooms, impracticable, such last-mentioned ventilating or 
transom window shall communicate with an adjoining room 
that itself communicates with the entry or haU. Every such 
house or building shall have in the roof, at the top of the hall, 
an adequate and proper ventilator, of a form approved by the 
inspector of buildings. 

Sect. 87. Every such house shall be provided 
etMwel^ * ^*^ ^^^ * proper fire-escape, or means of escape in 
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Cftse of fire, to be approred b^ the inspector of build- 
ings. 
^^ Sect. 88. The roof of every such house shall 

be kept in good repair and so as not to leak, 
and all rain-water shall be so drained or conveyed therefrom 
as to prevent its dripping on ground or causing dampness in 
the walls, yard or area. All stairs shall be provided with 
proper balusters or railinigs, and shall be kept in good repair. 
Sbct. 89. Bvery such building shall be pro- 
SSm^^S'**"' vided with good and sufficient water-closets, 

earth-'Closets or privies, of a construction ap- 
proved by the inspector of buildings, and shall have proper 
doors, traps, soil-pans and other suitable works and arrange- 
ments, so far as may be necessary tb insure the efficient oper»- 
lion thereof. Such water-dosets or privies shall not be less 
in number than one to every twenty occupants of said house ; 
but water-closets and privies may be used in common by the 
occupants of any two or more houses : pro^idedy the access is 
convenient and direct; and provided, the number of occu- 
pants in the houses for which they are provided shall not ex- 
ceed the proportion above required for every privy or water- 
closet. Evety such house situated upon a lot on a street in 
which there is a Sewer, shall have, the water-closets or privies 
furnished with a proper connection with the sewer, which con- 
ilection shall be in all its parts adequate for the purpose, so as 
to permit entirely and freely to pass whatever enters the same. 
Such connection with the sewer shall be of a form approved by 
the inspector of buildings, and all such water-closets and 
vaults shall be provided with the proper traps, and connected 
with the house-sewer by a proper tight pipe, and shall be pro^ 
vided with sufficient water and other 'proper means of flushing 
the same ; and every owner, lessee and occupant shall take 
due measures to prevent improper substances from entering 
such water-closets or privies or their connections, and to 
secure the prompt removal of iany Improper substances that 
may enter them, so that no accumulation shall take place, and 
so as to prevent any exhalations therefrom, offensive, danger- 
ous or prejudicial to life or health, and so as to prevent the 
same from being or becoming obstructed. No cesspool shall 
be allowed in or under or connected with any such house, 
except when it is unavoidable, and in such case it shall be Con- 
structed in such situation and in such manner as the inspector 
of buildings may direct. It shall in all cases be water-tight, 
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an4 arched or securely covered over, and no offensiye smell or 
gases shall be allowed to escape therefrom, or from any priy/ 
or privy vault. In all cases where a sewer exists in the street 
upon which the house or building stands, the yard or area 
shall be so connected with the same that all water, from the 
roof or otherwise, and all liquid filth shall pass freely into it. 
Where no sewer exists in the street, the yard or area shall be 
so graded- that all water, from the roof or otherwise, and all 
filth, shall flow freely from it,^and all parts of it, into the 
street gutter, by a passage beneath the sidewalk, which shall 
be covered by a permanent cover, but so arranged as to per- 
mit access to remove obstructions or impurities. 

Sect. 40. From and after the passage of this 
instruction of '^^^ j^. gj^^ ^^^ y^ lawful, without a permit from 

the board of health or superintendent of health, 
to let or occupy, or suffer to be occupied separately as a dwell- 
ing, any vault, cellar or underground room, built or rebuilt 
after said date, or which shall -not have been so let or occupied 
before said date. And it shall not be lawful, without such per- 
mit, to let or continue to be let, or to occupy, or suffer to bo 
occupied, separately as a dwelling, any vault, cellar or under- 
ground room whatsoever, unless the same be in every part 
thereof at least seven feet in height, measured from the floor 
to the ceiling thereof, nor unless the same be for at least one 
foot of its height above the surface of the street or ground 
adjoining, or nearest to tjie same, nor unless there be outside 
of and ac^oining the said vault, cellar or room, and extending 
along the entire frontage thereof, and upwards from six inches 
below the level of the floor thereof, up to the surface of the 
said street or ground, an open space of at least two feet and 
six inches wide in every part, nor unless the same be well and 
effectually drained by means of a dr^, the uppermost part of 
which is one foot at least below the level of the floor of such

Be it ordained hy the Aldermen and Common Council of the 
City of Boston f in City Council assembled, as follows: —
